CITRUS EXPERTS SHOW 
PROFITS GAINED BY 
PRUNING OPERATIONS 


POMONA, Jan. 4.—Citrus experts inj 
this district, who 
have 
taken 
1 * 
trouble to make a careful study of the 
situation, are of the opinion mat tm. 
grower who does not keep his trees 
pruned loses from $25 to $50 per acre 
each year on account of negligence. 
The tree that is filled with dead 
limbs and branches is a sick tree, they 
claim. 
It does 
not 
product 
much 
fruit on tile inside of the tree because 
the dead wood chokes 
it 
out. Fruit 
that swings back and forth on good 
wood and comes in contact with d 'ad 
branches is scarred or bruised so that 
if it does not go into the cull heap it 
will decay on the way to market. 
By pruning their trees every year 
the grower* are able to accomplish 
the work at an annual cost of not more 
than 5 or 6 cents per tree or about $5 
per acre. 
The other side of the story 
is that if a tree is pruned it will grow 
new wood the first year and the ncev 
wood will produce from one-forth to 
one-half a box of fruit i>er tree, worth 
from 2't to 40 rents. If it costs 15 cents 
ner tree to prune 
an 
orchard that 
hasn’t been pruned for a number of 
years, and the grower gets an addition- 
30 punt*’ wmrth of oranges Der tree 
the second year 
after 
pruning, 
he 
breaks even financially and has the ad- 
vuuu>k« oi on ring a grove w hich is in 
excellent health. 
The contention is that year after 
year a grove can be kept pruned for 6 
cents per tree, and that the increase in 
fruit production as a result of pruning 
will ba from 25 to 50 cents per tree, 
depending upon the size of the tree. 
These facts are being advanced here 
for the purpose of encouraging grow­ 
ers to keep the orchard in the pink of 
condition.
